RAPS COUNTY JUDGE 


EOR RELEASING MAN 


Governor Says Durfee Acted 


Beyond Scope of His 


Powers. 


Richardson County Judge E. R. 


Durfee was given a sharp rebuke 
by Governor Cochran 
Saturday 


after the latter had been informed 
that the judge had released a man 
whose return to Missouri to an- 
swer charges was involved in pro- 
ceedings before the chief execu- 
tive. The governor, earlier in the 
week, had 
held an extradition 


hearing for O. A. Papan, whom St. 
Joseph authorities wanted on a 
spurious check charge. Counsel for 
Pappan informed the governor his 
client had been released at Falls 
City and had gone to Oklahoma 
on a "business trip." The attorney 
added he did not know when Pap- 
pan would return 


The governor 
granted the ex- 


trndition papers immediately and 
wrote a letter to Sheriff Gates at 
Falls City asking why Pappan had 
been released. 
Gates 
wrote the 


governor Pappan had been taken 
before Judge Durfee on June 14 
and released "on the grounds the 
offense was not a felony in the 
state of Nebraska a nd that the 
check given was over a year old 
and 
that in his (the judge's) 


opinion there 
was not sufficient 


evidence to hold Pappan." 


The governor termed Durfee's 


action "ridiculous," and said he 
was assuming both the guberna- 
torial powers of extradition and 
the powers of the trial court in 
Missouri. 


"The only question involved was 


whether 
Pappan 
is 
the 
man 


wanted by Missouri officers," Gov. 
Cochran aaid. "I feel the state of 
Missouri is entitled to return this 
man for trial. I am asking the 
state sheriff to apprehend him if 
he comes into our jurisdiction. All 
county sheriffs also will be noti- 
fied."

TO NEEDY FARMERS 


Department to Take Air Pic- 


tures of Complying 


Fields. 


WASHINGTON. (fP>. The agri- 
ulture department intends to has- 
en benefit payments to farmers 
vhose income has fallen so far 
icy are in need of help. 
Department officials said that 
uick action was needed. They re- 
orted a drop In the demand for 
arm products, coupled with lower 
arm prices than at any time in 


e last four years. 
About $755,000,000 will be avail- 
ble for farmers who complied 
vith this year's crop control pro- 
ram. Ordinarily, the money would 
e paid several months after the 
rop season is over, but the plight 
f the farmer forces a deviation 
rom that policy this year. 
^ 
The first big lot of benefit pay- 


..ents will be 130 million dollars in 
rice adjustment payments to cot- 
on farmers. These payments will 
e made to growers who produced 
otton last year and who planted 
ithin this year's acreage allot- 
icnts. They may start early in 
August. 
A new technique is being intro- 
uced this year to reduce the lag 
etween the time the 
crop is 


lanted and the payment is made. 


Airplanes will take pictures of 
arms to determine how much haa 
een planted m crops on which 
ayments are made. This is much 
uicker, officials said, than the old 
md surveying method. 
Payments to wheat, cotton, to- 


mcco, corn and general crop farm- 
rs who comply with soil building 
iractices under the 500 million dol- 
ar soil conservation p r o g r a 
hould start in the fall, officials 
aid.

Efforts of the Sutherland Pub- 


ic power districts, backed by at- 
orneys for Tri-County, tn induce 
he supreme court to change its 
mind about fear in the minds of 
>rospective buyers of land being 
an element of damages to be con- 
sidered when land is condemned 
or district use, failed in supreme 
court Saturday. 


Attorneys for both groups urged 


consideration of the fact that in- 
cluding this element In damages 
Hstricts must pay would greatly 
ncrease the cost of right of way, 
and that it was an unreasonable 
nnd purely speculative 
element. 


They said courts of other states 
have held that fear of a remote 
and contingent injury which may 
Dossibly occur is too uncertain to 
je considered aa an element. They 
Dointed out that the wires are 
strung high above the ground with 
ittle chance that anyone will con- 
.act them, and that the only basis 
for fear is that which marks most 
men, fear of the unknown and the 
terrors that lurk in hidden places. 


The decision was based on the 


theory that any prospective buyer, 
viewing the wire setup, would pay 
leas than otherwise because of the 
possibility of danger. In evidence 
in the case was a warning letter 
issued by Robert Fulton, consult- 
ing engineer for the Sutherland 
project, covering use of tall farm 
implements and other possibilities 
at danger.

Friday, showed only 49 candidates 
in the field for the 12 major politi- 
cal races this year. 


Gov. 
Cochran, who has 
an- 


nounced he will seek a third term, 
has not filed as yet. Only one re- 
publican—M. F. Mulvaney—seeks 
the second district 
congressional 


nomination 
but there are 
four 


democrats to balance the slate. 


Representative 
Stefan, Norfolk 


republican, has no competition on 
either ticket. Not a single repub- 
lican has filed in the fifth district 
and there are only two democrats. 


Only two 
men—one 
on 
each 


ticket—are in the race for secre- 
tary of state and the same fact ap- 
plies to the attorney general's job. 


And that's what has the political 


observers puzzled. Why the scar- 
city of candidates? The jobs are as 
good as they ever were. The sal- 
aries are the same. The primary 
is the same and the filing fee is 
still ?10. 


None will even venture a guess 


to answer the poser. 


The legislative ballot also is 


slim to date. 
In one district in 


Lancaster county not a single can- 
didate has filed. All told there are 
only 117 candidates in the race for 
the 43 seats compared to 289 two 
years ago.

radio stations KFAB, KFOR and 
KOIL, discussed the radio industry 
to members of the Interprofes- 
sional institute 
at its Saturday 


luncheon. 
These stations employ 


145 persons. Just why radio acts 
the way it does is still a sealed 
mystery 
to operators, 
but from 


humble beginnings it has grown to 
the point where at present there 
are 706 commercial stations, 
46 


experimental, 
13 
facsimile sta- 


tions, 20 television stations and 
one 
monitor 
located at 
Grand 


Island which keeps stations within 
their wave lengths, and acts as a 
general policeman for the 
whole 


country. 


Twenty-nine percent of the sta- 


tions arc operated by newspapers. 
This Is a natural development as 
both are doing primarily the same 
thing, informing, educating and 
entertaining the public. Altho this 
type of ownership is criticised by 
some, the record shows that these 
stations are doing their job bet- 
ter, resulting from adherence to 
newspaper standards of training. 
The use of the radio has not ma- 
terially 
injured 
the 
newspaper 


business, except in the volume of 
national 
advertising. 
Circulation 


of American newspapers last year 
reached their highest mark 
The 


radio is simply headline stuff; the 
newspaper gives the details. 


Mr. Seacrest said that the radio 


stations with which he is connected 
have no editorial policy, exercise 
no censorship and seek to provide 
a vehicle for anything good in 
carrying out the general policy of 
serving the public convenience, in- 
terest and necessity. Television, he 
thought, is a long way off, and 
faces a handicap that radio has 
never possessed, the fact that any 
improvement is likely to make ob- 
solete the equipment a patron pur- 
chases.

The department 
said, however, that much of the 
wheat in this state would mature, 
before severe damage occurred;

Little damage was antici 
pated in Missouri. 


However, in west central Kansas 


eastward to 
northwest 
Missouri 


and southeastern Nebraska, there 
Is "considerable stem rust and if 
weather conditions continue favor- 
able for its development, consider- 
able damage may result." The de- 
partment said that elsewhere in 
the winter wheat area there was a 
liberal sprinkling of rust, extend- 
ing as far north as south central 
Iowa.

TOOTHACHE IS a complaint 


which few escape. 
Fortunate in- 


deed is the person who never suf- 
fers from this discomfort. 


Great strides have been made in 


recent years in the prevention and 
correction of dental trouble. Decay 
of the teeth and mouth infections 
are growing less. But even with 
greatly increased knowledge theie 
continue to be popular errors about 
the teeth. 
Many persons continue 


to believe that if they vigorously 
brush the teeth every day, they will 
escape dental decay and toothache. 


This is not the present belief of 


the scientists. 
Mere tooth brush- 


ing is not sufficient to prevent 
toothache 
and dental disorders. 


Periodic visits to the dentist, a 
well-balanced diet, as well as ade- 
quate fresh air, sunshine and re- 
laxation, are other factors which 
contribute to the welfare of the 
teeth. 


To prevent dental decay It is es- 


sential to guard against certain 
infections an'd disorders of 
the 


mouth. 
This is why careful den- 


tal examination and treatment are 
so essential. This care should be- 
gin in early childhood. 


Children should receive dental 


care for their temporary teeth as 
well as the permanent ones. It is 
well known that neglect of the tem- 
porary teeth will pave the way for 
faulty formation and disease of the 
permanent teeth. 


If a tooth has a cavity, it should 


be filled as soon as possible. It is 
Very foolish to neglect a cavity 
even though pain is absent. 
Too 


many persons are aware of the de- 
fects but postpone going to the 
dental office. 
Neglert means that 


some day the dentist will inform 
the victims that repair is impos- 
sible and that extractions are neces- 
sary. Whose fault is that? 


Toothache 
is not 
present 
In 


every case of dental decay and 
faulty development. You must not 
wait for pain to notify you of 
trouble. It is important to consult 
with your dentist regularly and re- 
gardless of whether you have pain 
or not. A complete examination of 
the teeth should include the use of 
the X-ray. With scientific care, un- 
susprctert infections nnd decay will 
be detected before serious damage 
occurs. 


The diet should he rich in vita- 


gmins and mineral salts. 
It should 


contain adequate "roughage".

finally judged legal and adequate, 
Nebraska will vote on the slot ma- 
chine issue at the primary election 
on Aug. 9. The issue comes up in 
the guise of an old age assistance 
fund measure. 
In other words it 


is proposed to feed and clothe the 
aged 
with the 
proceeds 
from 


licenses imposed on gambling rra- 
chlnes that will be legalized under 
the law. The machines are char- 
acterized In the petition as "a coin 
operated device." The name of the 
organization that Is promoting the 
plan for legalizing the slot ma- 
chine is known as the "Old Age 
Assistance and Public Welfare As- 
sociation" of 140 No. 12th, Lin- 
coln, Neb. 


All slot machines are not gam- 


bling devices. Some slot machines 
are sales machines. 
Only where 


the element of chance enters into 
their operation and a reward 
paid for winning can slot machim 
be classed as gambling 
device 


Such machines are operated by ir. 
serting- a coin in a slot and they 
thereby become "coin operated de 
vices." The petition, if approve" 
by the voters of Nebraska, wouh. 
legalize use of slot machines which 
may be used for gambling.

Madi 
son county with a voting strength 
of 2,700 is represented by 1 79

signatures. 
Richardson 
county . 


with a voting strength of fl,500 is 
shown to have 2,631 
signatures. 


The proportion of signatures to 
voting strength runs from near l 
to 2 to nearly 1 to 11. The peti- 
tions are signed by 83,252 voters 
and the total vote of the state in 
1936 was a little less than 600,000. 
It will be much less at the pri- 
mary. 


This is another move closely fol- 


lowing the parirnutuel successful 
effort to legalize gambling in Ne- 
braska. 
The voters of Nebraska 


will therefore take notice of the 
Issue before them. 
They should

There is still much argument

same motives as Ivan IV, the czar 
called the Terrible. And the paral- 
lel between Stalin and Ivan can- 
not be purely accidental. It is the 
expression of the inherent law of 
Russian rule. 
Ivan IV announced 


to the world that there was a con- 
spiracy 
against 
him, 
which in 


reality 
never 
existed. 
On this 


pretext he started a blood purge 
against 
the 
boyars, the 
ruling 


class of land owning nobles. 
He 


banished from his sight the old 
aristocratic oligarchy, by which he 
felt 
constrained, 
just as 
Stalin 


feels constrained by the old guard 
of the bolsheviki. Ivan sought to 
form a new oligarchy from 
a 


lower nobility, entirely dependent 
upon him. And the old oligarchy 
was taken by surprise, just aa 
much as the old guard of the bol- 
sheviki was surprised by the exe- 
cution squads. 


The boyurs had 
helped 
Ivan 


climb to the throne, just as Zino- 
vlev nnd Kamencv lifted Stalin on 
their shoulders to power after tho 
death 
of 
Lenin. 
Cautiously, 


shrewdly, Ivan went to work. He 
displayed on the throne the aamp 
kindly smiling harm teas face as 
Stalin in his soldier's blouse be- 
hind his modest desk. "The boy- 
an," 
wrote a Russian historian, 


"did not 8u«pect anything while 
the murder* were in preparation 
and 
when they finally saw the 


danger, they stood helples* befon 
Ivan." 


And then, writes a chronicler, "j 


great holocaust of cruelty broke 
out. 


"With dogs' heads and brooms 


tied to their saddles and quivers 
as symbols of the biting guardians 
and the creators of a new order 
the henchmen of Ivan rode about 
and waged a war of extermination 
Thousands of families were plun- 
dered any may wiped out. 
The 


whole following of these nobles 
became the prey of the hunters 
and the slaughter extended from 
the children of the boyars to the 
kennel grooms." 


While 
murdering the boyars, 


Ivan had the Holy Scriptures in 
his hands, just as Stalin murders 
bolsheviki while quoting from the 
writings of Lenin. Ivan saw God's 
word thru his irascible tempera- 
ment. 
Ivan's writings show that 


his aim was the building up of a 
united, indivisible state. For this 
reason he struggled 
again 
the 


primitive, feudal powers. 


Stalin, like Ivan, while using the 


traditional Russian methods, 
now on the road of losing all per- 
spective. 


He follows the tradition of Rus- 


sian rule. He is exterminating the 
originators of the revolution who 
aimed to establish 
the 
Russian 
state, composed of many national! 
ties, on a new, federative 
basis. 


But he overreaches himself 
and 


also 
makes 
his 
new 
friends 


tremble. 


In murdering the old guard of 


bolsheviki, Stalin is making use of 
men who had 
been 
the 
bitter 


enemies of the bolshevist revolu- 
tion. The public prosecutor, Vy- 
shinsky, was a ruthless opponent 
of 
the 
bolsheviki 
before 
they 


seized power. 
Michael 
Koltsev, 


the public slanderer of the ac- 
cused, had been fighting on the 
side of the whites in the Russian 
civil war. 
Troyanovsky, who at- 


tacks the victims from Washing- 
ton, had been a member of the 
armed organization 
that fought 


the bolsheviki.

unmoral majority" in the history 
of the congress of the 
United 


States!" Would that be the proper 
designation for the ruling group oi 
the 75th congress just closed? Such 
a 
characterization 
might 
seem 


harsh at first glance, but there are 
tests of what constitutes morality 
or unmorality in government and 
they can. be applied readily. 


First, the democratic- majority 


authorized 
the 
expenditure 
of 


$12,000,000,000, which is the high- 
est amount ever appropriated in 
any one year in lime of peace, and 
this was voted notwithstanding the 
fact 
that 
the public debt has 


reached an all-time high of *37,- 
000,000,000 and that the nation 
now has experienced eight succes- 
sive years of treasury deficits. 


Second, the democratic majority 


which controlled both houses by 
more than a two-thirds vote im- 
plicitly sanctioned the use of fed- 
eral funds in party elections by 
refusing specifically on three sep- 
arate 
occasions to prohibit 
all 


federal employes from engaging 
actively in politics. 


Third, by a new law, all first, 


second and third class postmasters 
were given lifetime positions with- 
out the necessity of passing com- 
petitive examinations. F u t u r e 
vacancies are to be filled from the 
top three in a competitive exam- 
ination, but with senate approval 
of each choice. 
A more brazen 


use of public offices for political 
purposes can hardly be imagined, 
especially since all the first, sec- 
ond and third class postmasters 
have been appointed by the demo- 
crats without examinations. 


Subservient to the executive in 


most respects, unwilling to heed 
the advice of the business men 
that the economic system, now in 
a state of collapse, can be revived 
only by a removal of bureaucratic 
restrictions, the democratic major- 
ity turned a deaf ear to pleas for 
action that would make for stabil- 
ity and chose instead to do many 
things which aggravate the pres- 
ent instability. 
The democratic 


majority refused to permit con- 
gress to exercise its legislative dis- 
cretion in specifying clearly the 
uses to which public funds would 
be put and, instead, allowed the 
executive free rein again to do the 
spending, and this notwithstanding 
the palpable failure of the first 
pump priming experiment. 


The 
only achievement 
-which 


stands out as a glorious exception 
is the defeat of the president's bill 
to "pack" the supreme court with 
six new justices. The failure, on 
the other hand, of the bill to re- 
organize the executive depart- 
ments was so closely associated 
with the criticism of President 
Roosevelt for his desire to increase 
lis own power that, an otherwise 
meritorious set of provisions was 
tost in the shuffle of debate and 
controversy. 


With a depression of severe pro- 


portions 
ravaging 
the 
country, 


casual attention was paid by con- 
gress to the clamor for tax revi- 
sion and the good enacted in the 
final tax law was to some extent 
vitiated, by the president's state- 
ment to the effect that he might, 
n the next session, seek to put 
jack some of the features of taxa- 
:ion which business dreads so 
much.

First Aid For Acidity and Gas.* 
The most important thing to do 


for a gas attack or for hyperacid- 
ity of the stomach or for both is 
to keep cool. It may be uncom- 
fortable, to be sure, but it is never 
dangerous and the worst effects 
from a "gas attack" are those in- 
duced by worry or fear. That for- 
mation of gas or accumulation of 
un excess of air (swallowed) in 
the stomach can seriously embar- 
rass the action of the heart is a 
morbid fancy that has no founda- 
tion. But I concede that anxiety 
concerning such a happening or 
fear that it will happen in your 
case, even if it has never happened 
to any ordinary mortal, can make 
you pretty sick. There is no deny- 
ing that people do faint from fear 
or vomit from some shocking sight 
or pale with pain or flush with joy 
Why shouldn't the heart action re- 
act to anxiety or worry ? 


Class B neurotics, 
even 
some 


Class A neurotics, often reproach 
me for my teaching that there is 
no such state as nerve exhaustion 
or nerve strain recognized in phy- 
siology or pathology. They call me 
hardboiled, heartless, utterly de- 
void of the finer attributes of 
real doctor. 


Now that you have learned how 


important it is to keep cool, the 
next thing to do about hyperacid- 
ity, with or without "gas." is to 
find out whether it is hyperchlor- 
hydria (excessive secretion of the 
natural hydrochloric acid in the 
stomach) or excessive formation 
of lactic and butyric acid from fer- 
mentation of carbohydrate 
food 


(starch or 
sugar) 
retained un- 


digested too long in the stomach 
—perhaps retained too long be- 
cause of a deficiency of the nor- 
mal hydrochloric acid 
secretion 


and retardation of digestion. 


Of course taking alkalis will neu- 


tralize and temporarily relieve ex- 
cessive acidity of either type, but 
the diet and other remedial meas- 
ures likely to help hyperchlorhy- 
dria is not likely to help the hyper- 
acidity of fermentation. 


If it is hyperchlorhydria, then a 


third step is to determine whether 
it is the hyperchlorhydria of to- 
baccoism—which is indistinguish- 
able clinically from that of gaatric 
or duodenal ulcer in many cases. 
The way to settle this question in 
any case is simple: If you chew or 
smoke or take snuff, quit. It takes 
at least three months of abstinence 
to find out whether the hyperclor- 
hydria was caused by the damage 
done the autonomic nervous sys- 
tem by tobacco. It takes perhaps 
three days to eliminate all tobacco 
from the system. So don't decieve 
yourself.

1868. 
He graduated from the Dex- 
ter high school and afterward at- 
tended the Michigan State Normal 
college 
and 
the University of 


Michigan. From the last named 
institution he received the degree 
of doctor of medicine in 1SS9. Since 
that time he has been given the 
degree of master of arts by Law- 
rence university, doctor of laws 
by Syracuse university, and is a 
fellow of the American College of 
Surgeons 


In 1908 hewaa president of his 


national medical organization, and 
that same year was called to New 
York to become dean of Flower 
Hospital
